To THE TRUSTEES OF THE PEABODY MUSEUM OF SALEM: 


then plunges into rapids strewn with rocks, and then takes 
one or another channel, so it is with an institution. The dif- 
ference is that an institution cannot take the channel of least 
resistance, nor can it split and flow around protruding boulders. 
Each choice, each obstacle, must be surmounted by a decision 
that either involves the board or the administration. This has 
been a year of decisions here at the Peabody. 
Times have changed since the early 1930s recalled by Rob- 
ert Lowell in his Terminal Days at Beverly Farms when 


Jive as an onrushing stream has its periods of quiet flow, 


Each morning at eight-thirty, 
inattentive and beaming, 
loaded with his “calc” and “trig” books, 
his clipper ship statistics, 
and his ivory slide rule, 
Father stole off with the Chevie 
to loaf in the Maritime Museum 
at Salem. 
He called the curator 
“the commander of the Swiss 


Navy.” 


No one in the administrative and curatorial offices of the Mu- 
seum has loafed there for a long time—not even stray visitors. 
While important changes are being made and the future of the 
institution charted, the regular work not only goes on, but in- 
creases. 

This was brought home to me most vividly when the ‘T'rus- 
tees honored me with a celebration after my fortieth anniver-

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sary in the employ of the Museum. It was the first Saturday in 
April 1931 when I arrived here for my initial day’s work. It 
was mid-March 1950 when I took over from Lawrence W. 
Jenkins (Lowell’s “Commander of the Swiss Navy”) as Direc- 
tor of the institution. These are long years to reflect on and yet 
they seem short to me. I shall cherish the beautiful silver tray 
presented by the Trustees and staff and also the many kind 
words of friends and colleagues and the photograph of the Mu- 
seum with every window and crevice boiling with people that 
I have known over the years connected with the institution. But 
much of the six-month sabbatical granted me must wait be- 
cause of the press of decisions affecting the Museum. 

Changes have occurred which affect us all. Among the mile- 
stones was the full accreditation of the institution by the Ameri- 
can Association of Museums. This is a new program and we 
were among the first twenty-one institutions in the country ac- 
credited. It is believed by those in the profession that accredita- 
tion will be an extremely important thing for museums because 
financial support in the future will probably seldom be forth- 
coming for institutions that are not accredited. Another mile- 
stone occurred when, for the first time in the history of the insti- 
tution, we began charging admission. The establishment of a 
full-fledged educational program was a third milestone and 
took an enormous amount of planning. Our hearts were broken 
by the deaths of Stephen Phillips and Arthur D. Fay. Such 
were only some of the important things that happened during 
the year. 

The first problem which we had to solve was that of the large 
and increasing deficits of the past three years. It will be re- 
membered that last year the deficit was in excess of $35,000— 
far too much for an institution of this size. It was a problem that 
had to be met for we could not continue deficits of these dimen- 
sions any longer. Several steps were taken. First, the staff was 
urged to economize as much as possible in current day-to-day 
expenditures. Secondly, as our dues had remained the same 
since we established the membership of the Friends and Fel- 
lows in 1950, it was felt that our members would not resent an

increase as most institutions have raised their dues in the last 
score of years. This was done in both categories with the excep- 
tion, however, that those who had been members for ten years 
or who reached the age of seventy could continue at the old 
rates. A new family membership was also instituted. And 
finally, the Trustees voted to begin charging an admission fee 
to the Museum on June 1. Because of the building of gates and 
other technicalities this could not be started until June 25. 
Members and Salem residents are admitted free and thus our 
relationship with the city (which furnishes two constables) re- 
mains the same. 

That these firm steps were successful is evident by our deficit 
this year of $4,953, a great improvement. Our budget for 
1972 would indicate that with a full year’s admission charges 
plus additional income from new funds that have come into the 
Museum we should finish the year with a black figure. That is 
our goal. 

The admission charge decreased attendance from over 
170,000 in 1970 to 96,719 this past year. It is interesting to 
note, however, that while the drop for the first three months 
was more than fifty percent, for the last three months of the 
year the percentage began to creep up and for November and 
December we were within one thousand of our attendance of 
the previous year. This has been the normal pattern with other 
institutions that have changed their policy from free to charg- 
ing admission. Usually at the end of about four or five years the 
attendance is back where it was at the time the change was 
made. Sunday May 30 was one of the largest days we ever had. 
During the three hours in the afternoon there were 2,047 peo- 
ple in the Museum. 

At the same time that we have been coping with the running 
expenses of the institution, we have endeavored to continue to 
raise funds for the Development Program, badly hit by the 
economy of 1969 and 1970. We are very grateful to Robert 
McCormick Ayer for his efforts in keeping the solicitation pro- 
gram going. Early in the year we learned that our application 
to the Kresge Foundation had brought success, when they noti- 
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fied us that we had been granted $50,000 on condition that we 
raise an additional $500,000 and have a building ready for 
contract by the end of December 1972. We succeeded this past 
year in raising nearly half of that, a sum of over $217,360. We 
must make every effort to raise the additional amount this com- 
ing year. All of the eighty people, businesses and foundations 
who contributed to the Development Fund in 1971 are listed in 
the back of this Report. Our admissions receipts since June 25 
amounted to $14,092.56 which together with $2,163.16 in 
the contribution box the first half of the year yielded a total of 
$16,255.72. Total income from Fellows and Friends, because 
of the increase in dues, was the largest ever, amounting to 
SESPPoueaO! 

Generous bequests provided additional funds. From the 
estate of our late Trustee and Honorary Trustee, John Robin- 
son, we received $15,000 to be added to the John Robinson 
Fund, the income to be used for the Maritime History Depart- 
ment. Another $5,000 was received from the Margaret H. 
Jewell bequest and under the will of William F. Porter we re- 
ceived $4,710. There was a final distribution of $1,499.49 
from the George G. Wolkins Trust. 

Unrestricted endowment was increased by a gift from Mr. 
and Mrs. G. Peabody Gardner. Gifts for general purposes 
were received from Arthur D. Fay, Mr. and Mrs. Robert M. 
Campbell, Mr. John Bower, Miss M. C. Harrington, Mr. M.S. 
Burroughs, Mr. Chester M. Sawtelle, Mr. and Mrs. Dwight P. 
Robinson, Miss Frances Damon, and others. In addition, there 
were many gifts for special purposes, among them $2,500 for 
Eskimo ethnological and historical research from the Linn and 
Paul Fenimore Cooper Foundation; for Polynesian research 
from Mrs. Ruth K. Hanner; for the publication fund from Mrs. 
Edward Janeway, Mr. David Weld, and the Frances W. Emer- 
son Foundation; for the education fund from Mrs. Stephen 
Phillips, Mrs. Chandler Robbins, II, and the Alice P. Chase 
Foundation. Funds for other restricted purposes came from 
Mr. Russell W. Knight, Mr. Francis Lee Higginson, Jr., Mr. 
Stephen Wheatland, Mr. Francis B. Lothrop, Mrs. Sumner 
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Pingree, Mr. Henry S. Streeter, Mr. Augustus P. Loring, Mrs. 
Bertram K. Little, and the Salem Marine Society. Altogether 
gifts and bequests for all purposes for 1971 amounted to 
the substantial total of $341,065.31. In addition, we received 
notices of substantial bequests under the wills of Stephen 
Phillips, Arthur D. Fay, and Carter Whitcomb; monies which 
will probably come in in 1972. Bequests and gifts which add 
to our capital endowment are absolutely essential to provide the 
income for increasing expenses as well as endowment for our 
planned new buildings. 

While we have not yet raised enough money to begin con- 
struction of a new wing, we have been enabled to make some 
necessary and substantial improvements in our present build- 
ings. In June we completed construction of new public toilets 
which have been badly needed for many years. On December 1 
we began the renovation of East Hall in memory of Evelyn 
Lilly Lutz. This is made possible by her mother, Evelyn F. 
Bartlett, and her husband, Herbert B. Lutz, and should be com- 
pleted by early spring of 1972. It is one more important step in 
the renovation of our older buildings. This summer the cupola 
of the Derby-Pickman-Brookhouse house, that stood for many 
years in the garden of the Essex Institute, was torn down as it 
was badly eaten by termites. The Institute gave us the roof con- 
taining the painting by Michele Felice Corné of the Derby fleet 
in Salem Harbor. This is an important Salem relic which must 
be preserved and studies are being made by our Building Com- 
mittee as to how it can either be installed in our present build- 
ings or provided for in our Development Program. 

The most stimulating event of the year, made possible by 
a generous donor, was the establishment of a new Department 
of Education. For the past three years we have received a small 
erant annually from the Alice P. Chase Foundation for educa- 
tional purposes and these grants have been supplemented by 
other modest gifts. These-contributions have enabled us to con- 

_duct a series of experimental programs, both with school classes 
‘at the Museum and in the classroom, with adult education 
groups, and with after-school children’s groups. The experi- 
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mental programs have been conducted largely by Sarah Rob- 
bins and Sally Ingalls assisted by other staff members, summer 
help, and volunteers from time to time. It is fortunate that we 
have been able to do this for, with the establishment of a per- 
manent department this year, the experiments of the previous 
years have paid off handsomely. We were able to get off to a 
good start. I must say that none of this could have been done 
without the enthusiastic driving work of Sarah Robbins, who 
became Director of Education under the new program an- 
nounced in May. At the same time we hired Miss Clara Water- 
man, a teacher of great ability and long experience in the 
Swampscott public schools, as her assistant. 

During the first part of the year our old program, in which 
Sarah Robbins and Sally Ingalls did almost all of the active 
teaching, included an enrichment class held once a week after 
school for twenty-eight Phillips School children for eleven 
weeks. Rented films and slides were shown along with relevant 
artifacts from the Museum’s collections and the subjects cov- 
ered included the cultures of Hawaiians, Eskimos, Samoans, 
the people of Afghanistan, the high plateaus of Peru, Japan, 
and Morocco. In addition there were programs about the fish- 
ing industries of Gloucester and Nova Scotia, the Indian Ocean, 
volcanic eruptions, and the Great Lakes. An adult course “How 
to Look at the Landscape, An Introduction to Physical Geol- 
ogy” was given in February and March by Mrs. Robbins. Third 
graders from the Gerry School in Marblehead came to the Mu- 
seum for lessons on birds. The first films and artifacts were 
taken to a school on January 16, when an Eskimo documentary, 
supplemented by suitable specimens from our Eskimo collec- 
tions, was shown at the Manasseh Cutler School in Hamilton. 
It was so successful that it was shown again at the Cutler and 
Winthrop Schools of the same town, to the Oliver School in. 
Salem, as well as two grades of the Saltonstall School and the 
Phillips School in Salem. The film on the eruption of the Ice- 
land volcano Surtsey was taken to the Pingree School in Hamil- 
ton, Hillel and Stanley Schools in Swampscott, and to the 
Phillips, Saltonstall, Hawthorne, and Pickering Schools, Sa- 
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lem, the Eastern Avenue School, Gloucester, the Cutler School, 
Hamilton, and the Community School in Rockport. Again, an 
adult course “Living Landscapes of Essex County” was given 
by Mrs. Robbins, assisted by Mrs. Ingalls. Each meeting in 
this course was held in a different environment in the county, 
including Eastern Point, the Lynn Woods, Ravenswood Park, 
Dogtown Common, Halibut Point, and the Charles W. Ward 
Reservation in Andover. Mrs. Robbins also taught two sessions 
of an in-service teacher training course given by the Massachu- 
setts Audubon Society in Gloucester, and a session on the geol- 
ogy of Essex County, including a field trip to study the ecology 
of the seashore. 

With the announcement for the new Department Mrs. Rob- 
bins and Miss Waterman spent a good deal of the summer 
planning the fall program and in fixing up 10 Liberty Street as 
an office. These two ladies together with three of our Trustees, 
Messrs. Lawson, Saltonstall and Mrs. Pingree, met in North 
Haven during the summer to discuss further plans and policies 
for the development of the department. Several films were pur- 
chased to supplement the teaching program. A mimeographed 
brochure was sent to the Principals of all public, parochial and 
private schools in Essex County and selected schools nearby. 
An introduction was prepared for each film to be sent to teach- 
ers requesting a program, along with suggestions for further 
reading, and appropriate activities. 

Teaching, itself, however, was not neglected over the sum- 
mer for Mrs. Robbins taught ecology of the seashore at Pingree 
North, a week-long camp session in Damariscotta run by the 
Pingree School of Hamilton, and also the same subject at a day 
camp in Gloucester run by the Gloucester School Department 
and the University of Massachusetts Marine Laboratory, 
Hodgkins Cove, Lanesville. A summer school group from 
Swampscott of ninth and tenth graders came to the Museum 
for a class on whaling. Mrs. Ingalls assisted in giving two ses- 
sions on nature to the Girl Scouts at Camp Lion in Lynn. Dr. 
_ Torrey of Salem State College brought his class of forty-two 
teachers to the Museum for a general tour and a short talk on 
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the Education Department. Two all-day sessions on the ecology 
of the seashore for the Massachusetts Audubon’s Wildlife Na- 
ture Camps in Barre, Massachusetts were given at Eastern 
Point Sanctuary by Mrs. Robbins. In the fall, assisted by Mrs. 
Ingalls, she had six sessions on the “Living Landscapes of 
Essex County” with trips to Kallenberg Quarry, Plum Island, 
Deer Jump Reservation, Halibut Point, Crane’s Beach, and 
Bradley Palmer State Park. 

Miss Waterman arrived to work at the Museum right after 
Labor Day and settled into 10 Liberty Street. She began teach- 
ing with the opening of the school year, first with two groups 
from the Phillips and Saltonstall Schools in Salem. Our first 
film was shown in a school on the last day of September. Since 
then the program has become increasingly impressive. Four 
films—“The Living Stone,” on Eskimo; “The Sea Got in Your 
Blood,” on Gloucester and Nova Scotia fishing; “Surtsey,” the 
birth of a volcano; and “Whaler from New Bedford” were 
shown to schools in Beverly, Manchester, Hamilton, Ipswich, 
Reading, Lynn, Peabody, Swampscott, Lynnfield, Marblehead, 
and Salem, as well as the Winsor School in Boston, a total of 
fifty-nine times reaching 4,960 students. These programs were 
everywhere well received and resulted in many classes making 
subsequent visits to the Museum, and also individual children 
coming informally to see Miss Waterman. Social studies en- 
richment classes were held for six weeks in November and 
December for two groups of the sixth and seventh grades of the 
Phillips and Saltonstall Schools. Miss Waterman had children 
asking to come to work with her after school consistently three 
or four days a week. 

Some classes came during the regular school day class peri- 
ods with some of the small groups working afterwards. These 
included several grades from the Centerville School in Beverly, . 
the Jewish Community Center and the Stanley School, Swamp- 
scott. Summarizing, Miss Waterman conducted twenty-one 
classes for children in the Museum, and Mrs. Robbins, twenty- 
five classes for children and eighteen for adults including field 
courses. Programs were presented to nine schools in Salem, 
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sixteen public schools in other towns of Essex County, six pri- 
vate schools, and two State College groups. The Salem schools 
included the Bowditch, Bates, Horace Mann, Phillips, Salem 
High School, Saltonstall, St. Mary’s (now Hawthorne), Picker- 
ing, and Oliver Schools. Other towns taking advantage of the 
program were Beverly, Hamilton, Marblehead, Swampscott, 
Gloucester, Rockport, Reading, Peabody, Ipswich, Lynn, and 
the Salem and Lowell State Colleges. Private schools included 
the East Lynn Baptist, the Jewish Community Center, Swamp- 
scott, Brookwood School, Manchester, Winsor School, Boston, 
Derby Academy, Hingham. Margaret Phillips volunteered her 
services in the Education Department for three weeks during 
her December vacation and aided in taking films to the schools 
and other jobs. 

In addition to programs at schools and classes at the Mu- 
seum, an impressive amount of other activities were partici- 
pated in by Mrs. Robbins and Miss Waterman. Miss Water- 
man went to Camp Mitigwa, Rangeley, Maine, for a long week- 
end, run by the Arlington, Massachusetts School Department, 
and taught eighteen sixth graders. Mrs. Robbins gave two 
courses on “The Edge of the Tide” to the Massachusetts Audu- 
bon Society in spring and fall. She was consulted by the Brooks 
School, the Lowell State College where she conducted a field 
trip for three professors and twenty students, by the Manches- 
ter School system, by authorities at Swampscott High School, 
and Salem High School. She also participated in an underwater 
symposium at Suffolk University, another undergraduate un- 
derwater symposium at Harvard College, an ecology field trip 
with Miss Waterman run by the Essex Agricultural College at 
Plum Island, and a symposium on elementary school enrich- 
ment program in Saugus. Mrs. Robbins and Mrs. Ingalls at- 
tended Focus Outdoors, the Massachusetts Audubon nature 
weekend at the University of Massachusetts in Amherst, and 
the dedication of the University of Massachusetts Marine Lab- 
oratory in Hodgkins Cove, Lanesville. In addition she gave the 
course of Ropes Memorial Lectures on plants and environment, 
and twelve other lectures to various groups throughout eastern 
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Massachusetts. A number of these lectures resulted in fees 
which she turned over to the Education Department. Working 
closely with Mrs. Robbins and Miss Waterman was Sarah 
Ingalls, Curator of Natural History, who participated in many 
of the programs. Other members of the Museum staff have co- 
operated whenever necessary and courses in the department 
will be broadened during the coming year to include other as- 
pects of the institution’s interests. I feel that the educational 
program in its full first half year has been an outstanding suc- 
cess, which will certainly encourage additional support and be 
a challenge to all of us. The programs both with children and 
adults in schools and at the Museum could not have been more 
enthusiastically received. 

Another important and continuing feature of the educational 
program is the continued work of our volunteer guides, now in 
their seventh year. This group of dedicated women under the 
chairmanship of Judy Chapman now numbers twenty-four. Of 
the 517 school classes and other organized groups who visited 
the Museum during the year, our volunteers guided 169 


groups of 8,088 children. This is a prodigious amount of work — 


and we are enormously grateful to all of these women and to 


Mrs. Chapman who has such a great amount of responsibility — 


in organizing their work and acting as liaison between the 
Museum office and the volunteer group. It is no small job. 


The 270 accessions to the Museum during 1971 include © 


several thousand items and some outstanding collections dis- 


tributed among the various departments. 


The department of maritime history received eleven oils, 


watercolors, and drawings, 180 prints, 247 photographs plus 
four albums, 155 negatives, ninety-two charts and three ship 


plans. In addition there were seven ship models, eight nautical — 


instruments, one woodcarving, four pieces of silver, three 


pieces of scrimshaw, nineteen tools, two full-sized boats, a large — 
collection of World War I posters—over 700, and forty-five 


miscellaneous items. 


Only a few of the more important accessions can be men- > 
tioned. We have never before had any original painting relating _ 
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to Juan Fernandez, that important stopping place off the South 
American coast in the days of sailing ships. Now Miss Frances 
M. Damon of Honolulu has given us two superb watercolors of 
Cumberland Harbor, Juan Fernandez, that were painted on a 
French nineteenth-century voyage. She has also given a pencil 
drawing of Whampoa Reach by William Daniell, and seventy- 
eight prints and lithographs, sixty-two of which relate to Siam 
and the others to the Far East and Pacific. Our print collection 
was further increased by a colored lithograph of the 8.S. Bri- 
tannia in the ice given by Mrs. Ambrose C. Cramer in memory 
of her husband (1891-1970). Francis B. Lothrop gave a rare 
colored aquatint after W. Huggins of Whampoa Reach and 
Stephen Wheatland gave an equally rare colored lithograph of 
the missionary packet Morning Star, while Francis Lee Hig- 
ginson, Jr., contributed colored lithographs “View of Rush 
Street Bridge, etc.,” and “View of James Town and the Harbor, 
St. Helena.” Miss Dorothy Buhler gave an oil painting, “The 
Ancient Mariner,” by her father Augustus W. Buhler, the 
well-known painter of Gloucester scenes and men. The Essex 
Institute contributed the roof of the cupola from the Pickman- 
Derby-Brookhouse house on Washington Street, Salem, built 
by Samuel McIntire for Elias Hasket Derby, 1782, containing 
the ceiling fresco by Michele Felice Corné. Mr. Rowland Bur- 
don-Muller gave two superb pen-and-ink sketches, “Sampans 
Ashore, Macao Inner Harbor” and “San Domingo Church and 
Monte Fort, Macao,” by George Chinnery to enhance that im- 
portant collection. Two accessions relating especially to mari- 
time Salem, by coincidence came in on May 4. The first in- 
cluded a half-model, tool chest and large selection of ship’s 
carpenter’s tools from the shipyard of Joshua Brown of Salem, 
located where the Naumkeag Mill now stands, from his grand- 
son Harry Brown. The second, from Mr. and Mrs. Willard C. 
Cousins, included a selection of daguerreotype, flag, and other 
memorabilia relating to Charles Edwin Ballard, once U. S. 
Consul at Zanzibar, and other members of the Ballard family, 
ancestors of Mr. Cousins. 

Mr. Llewellyn P. White gave us a superb model of the clip- 
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per ship Lightning, Boston 1865, built by Captain James Mar- 
den. Mason Hammond gave a model of the four-masted bark 
Olivebank which was made by a sailor aboard that vessel in the 
1820s or 1830s. From the estate of Mrs. N. Carleton Phillips 
came models of the Constitution, Golden Eagle, Raleigh, to- 
gether with prints and photographs, and Sailor’s Snug Harbor 
deposited a large rigged model of the bark Amy Turner of Bos- 
ton. Mrs. C. T. Gleason gave a wooden dove carved by the 
noted figurehead carver of Boston, William B. Gleason (1824- 
1886), and the U. S. Maritime Administration presented the 
nameplate of the Liberty ship William Sturgis, named for the 
famous Boston merchant. 

A peapod from North Haven, Maine, a type of rowboat long 
famous on the Maine Coast, was given by Mr. and Mrs. Ralph 
Lawson, and Mrs. LeRoy E. Fay and Mr. Peter J. Fay gave a 
Chamberlain Gunning Dory in memory of Mr. Roy E. Fay 
(1910-1969). Mrs. George Batchelder deposited a large col- 
lection of charts, posters, sea chests, prints, nautical instru- 
ments and photographs. Mrs. John F. Fulton contributed two 
unusual lacquered slat chairs owned by Robert Fulton, the in- 
ventor of the steamship. From Mr. William E. Boyden we re- 
ceived a piece of the silver service of the Kronprinzessin Cecilie, 
later the U.S.S. Mount Vernon, and our Chinese export silver 
collection received the unusual addition of a pair of Chinese 
silver buckles for men’s braces collected by Cyrus Emery, first 
mate of the ship Kearsarge, who died of cholera at sea between 
Calcutta and Boston. The buckles, however, got back to Bos- 
ton and were given by Miss Edna Evans his granddaughter. 
From the Alaska Department of Fish and Game we received a 
sea otter pelt which will be an important part of a new exhibit 
relating to the Northwest Coast sea otter trade. The most im- 
portant photograph accessions include fifty-nine glass nega- 
tives made by Frank Starbuck of steamships, thirteen photo- 
graphs and two albums of steamship photographs from the 
Harold Forsyth collection given by Mrs. Harold Forsyth. There 
were 119 photographs of steam, sailing, and naval vessels, half 
given by Mr. John Ross and half purchased from the Robinson 
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Fund, and eighty 8” x 10” negatives of yachts from the Essex 
Institute. 

The some 1,600 specimens by which the collections of the 
ethnology department were increased this year included some 
remarkable things. The unusual collection of 691 Japanese 
folk toys representing every province of the country, together 
with twenty-eight associated ethnological articles and a superb 
detailed catalogue of the collection in ten volumes, is outstand- 
ing. This generous gift, together with a small library of books 
relating to Japanese toys, came from Mr. and Mrs. Daniel H. 
Blake of Tokyo. So far as I know this is the only collection of its 
kind in the country. The collection arrived in the fall accom- 
panied by two Japanese ladies, Miss Ryoko Hirai and Mrs. 
Toshie Ono, who came to Salem at their own expense to assist 
in unpacking the toys. A special exhibition is planned for next 
year. Another important collection, given partly this year and 
part to be given next, includes twenty-two items from Mrs. 
Robert E. Morse presented in memory of her parents, Lt. 
David Daniels, U.S.N., and Clara Holmes Daniels, to be 
known as the Daniels Collection. These include handsome 
Chinese robes, Japanese silks and both Japanese and Chinese 
embroidered costumes, panels, and silk hangings. Two elabo- 
rate Chinese mandarin coats were given by Mr. and Mrs. Ru- 
dolph Bitenz and a coat which once belonged to the Emperor of 
China, Chien L’ung, was presented by Mrs. Robert C. Barton 
of County Wicklow, Ireland. Dr. George C. Shattuck gave a 
Canton export porcelain bidet; Leonard Berkal presented two 
Chinese framed silk panels; and a lacquer box from Canton, 
brought back by the donor’s great-grandfather, Captain Rich- 
ard Gardner, was given by Mrs. Ray D. Murphy. Twenty- 
seven miniature puppets from Indo-China, with a Javanese 
shadow puppet and a Japanese suit of doll armor, were given 
by Mrs. Frank B. Wallis, and Miss Helen C. Hagar continued 
to add many items to our Oriental collections including an 
especially fine Chinese porcelain goose. 

Additional articles relating to Salem’s trade with China, 
Japan, and India were given or deposited by Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
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lard C. Cousins. Many of these things were brought back by 
Captain James C. Ballard of Salem about 1855-1860. They in- 
clude a brass hibachi from Japan, silk shawls from India, 
Chinese silk robes and ivory carvings, as well as other items. 
Mr. Francis Lee Higginson, Jr., presented two superb antique 
Chinese bronzes, two lacquer wooden boxes from Japan, and a 
watercolor of a Samoan scene by John La Farge. 

Our already world-renowned collections from the Pacific 
continue to increase surprisingly. Dr. D. Carleton Gajdusek 
added 262 ethnological pieces to his ever-growing New Guinea 
collection. Mrs. Stephen Phillips deposited sixty-two articles, 
mostly early nineteenth-century specimens, from Polynesia. 
The famous King Malietoa of Samoa gave a photograph of 
himself together with a number of Samoan items to Thomas 
Francis Bayard in 1875. He was the great-uncle of Bayard 
Warren, the father of the donor Mrs. Renouf Russell. The 
King of Samoa also presented to Annie Lockwood Lackey 
twelve arrows from the Solomons and a spear from the Ad- 
miralty Islands, given by Mrs. Peter Seamans. We purchased 
two unusual New Zealand Maori clubs—one of whalebone and 
one of greenstone. 

Among the miscellaneous ethnological accessions is a collec- 
tion of some 332 edged weapons, largely from Africa and the 
Orient, bequeathed to the Museum by Arthur R. Paine, Jr., of 
Providence. These have yet to be sorted and catalogued. Mr. 
Willoughby I. Stuart deposited two fine Navajo rugs. The out- 
standing American Indian piece, however, is a beautifully en- 
graved decorated powder horn of the Passamaquoddy Indians 
of Maine given by Mr. Stephen Wheatland. Choice powder 
horns of this kind are real art objects and are now excessively 
rare. 

The most important of the thirty-five natural history acces- 
sions was the large collection of goose, duck and shore bird de- 
coys presented by Dr. Elizabeth De Blois. Some of these are 
now on exhibition. Fifteen birds were received, including a 
beautifully mounted bald eagle and herring gull. Among the 
mammals was the first specimen of an opossum from Essex 
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County and an example of the rare blackphase muskrat. Chris- 
topher Leahy added thirty-seven specimens of Odonata to our 
insect collection, and Thomas Wheat gave fifty-two herbarium 
specimens. Mrs. Ingalls has begun a new catalogue of material 
for the Education Department. Much of the material coming in 
to the Natural History Department is now classified in this 
category. These are common things which children can handle 
and are expendable. Material of this kind will be added from 
the other museum departments to build up a library of speci- 
mens for classroom use. 

The Library office and Saltonstall Reading Room were 
cheered and made quieter by three large handsome rugs pro- 
vided by Francis Lee Higginson, Jr. Four hundred thirty-eight 
books were acquired by gift and purchase. Among the manu- 
scripts received were eight logbooks and there were a number 
of miscellaneous records, films, microfilms, slides, etc. The 
most important accession was the reprint edition of The Atlan- 
tic Neptune from Barre Publishers consisting of four portfolios 
containing fifty-nine charts and views of the eastern coast of 
eighteenth-century North America. We also acquired the first 
fifteen volumes of T’he Polar Record published by the Scott 
Polar Research Institute from 1931 to 1971, and the six-vol- 
ume issue of La Revue Retrospective de L’Ile Maurice (Mauri- 
tius). Dr. D. Carleton Gajdusek presented ten volumes of his 
manuscript journals of travels in New Guinea, other parts of 
the Pacific, and elsewhere from 1957 to 1967, together with 
bound volumes of his published papers. 

Sadly we recorded the last gifts of Stephen Phillips to our 
collection relating to exploration and discovery in the Pacific. 
Mr. Francis B. Lothrop and Mr. Francis Lee Higginson, Jr. 
both added innumerable volumes. Mr. Lothrop’s additions re- 
lating to American trade with China especially, including The 
Costume of China by William Alexander, London 1805, have 
increased that collection materially, and Mr. Higginson’s four- 

teen books on Oriental art, among other things, add further re- 
_ search material in that area. Mrs. Esther Williams McKinney 
gave letters written by Annie Omori to the Oliver Williamses 
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and the diaries of Charles A. Baldwin’s trip to Japan in the 
early twentieth century. A very fine album of early Japanese 
colored photographs in a lacquer covered case was presented 
by Dr. Stephen Williams. Donald Angus presented Vols. 7 
through 11 of the Catalogue of Political and Personal Sa- 
tires...in the British Museum as well as a number of rare 
books, and Mrs. William C. Zwicker gave seventeen volumes 
on steamship history from the library of her husband together 
with his notes on the history of the Allan Line. Roger G. Rose, 
whom we backed as a Wenner-Gren student when he was 
working for his doctor’s thesis at Harvard, gave us a copy of 
the resulting four-volume manuscript, completely illustrated, 
of his “Material Culture of Ancient Tahiti.” Mrs. Jon Whig 
gave twenty-six issues of The Hawaiian Historical Society An- 
nual Report, together with a number of other papers and jour- 
nals relating to Hawaii. David A. Preston contributed logbooks 
of the barks Antioch and Fury in 1863 and 1864, and an ac- 
count book containing a Gold Rush log, together with other 
manuscripts and documents. Mr. and Mrs. Daniel H. Blake 
gave eight reference books and a collection of miscellaneous 
reference material relating to Japanese folk toys, and Mrs. 
Phillips Ketchum presented an outstanding album of forty- 
eight Chinese rice paper watercolors of costumes. With the 
Paine weapon collection came seventeen books and two scrap- 
books on weapons. Miss Dorothy Addams Brown gave the rare 
six-volume facsimile edition of the Diaries of Captain Robert 
Scott, and H. Hobart Holly presented a large lot of steamship 
brochures and pamphlets. By purchase from Howard S. Mott 
we acquired a letter from Jonathan Steele to Joseph Hiller of 
_» Salem, Massachusetts concerning the slave trade, 20 Novem- 
_ ber 1801. There was very little slave trade out of Salem and 
manuscript items relating to it are virtually unknown. Other 
material received in the library included 177 journals, eighty- 
nine bulletins and newsletters, and forty-nine annual reports. 
Our principal publication effort this year was John Wilmer- 
ding’s Robert Salmon, Painter of Ship and Shore, a handsome 
volume printed by the Stinehour Press, published jointly with 
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the Boston Public Library. We also reproduced a clipper broad- 
side of the ship Derby sailing from New York to San Francisco. 
In the fall we received a new Museum blue necktie with the 
East India Marine anchor and the Museum initials to be sold 
only to members. Our red tie depicts the great Hawaiian war 
god, Kukailimoku, in gold. The usual four volumes of The 
American Neptune, edited by Philip C. F. Smith, were pub- 
lished and Pictorial Supplement XIII, “Life Between Decks 
Under Sail” was issued as a separate, but behind schedule be- 
cause of the disastrous fire of a year ago November at The 
Anthoensen Press. October, however, was nearly on time and 
by January 1972 the Neptune should be back on schedule. 
Again Meriden Gravure Company generously contributed the 
plates for the Annual Report. Patricia Goddard, who super- 
vises our Museum Sales Desk, is increasingly busy and has 
built up variety and quality in our stock. On weekends her 
place is taken by William Larson and this fall she had the vol- 
unteer help one day a week of Mrs. Wilfred R. Shrigley. 

The Photographic Department, headed by Markham W. 
Sexton our staff photographer assisted by Margene Bishop, 
processed approximately 400 outside orders and 100 internal 
orders during the year. The outside orders included 250 color 
photographs and 2,500 black and white photographs of all 
sizes from postcard to mural. Those for use of the Museum con- 
sisted of 100 color transparencies and 35 mm. slides and some 
1,500 black and white photographs. If possible all orders re- 
ceived are processed within a month, but exceptions are made 
sometimes for rush orders. Mrs. and the late Mr. William H. 
Robinson, Jr. of Gloucester presented the Photograph Depart- 
ment with a Bolex H 16 movie camera along with three lenses, 
carrying case and other accessories, a Perrin carrying bag for 
the Linhof press camera, and a four by five film adapter for the 
Linhof and Graphic cameras. Mr. Weston Andrews of the 
Polaroid Corporation visited the Museum and discussed with 
Mr. Sexton some of the most pressing problems of the Photo- 
_ graph Department. The Polaroid Corporation has volunteered 
to help us develop new plans for the Department. Mr. Sexton 
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has contacted General Dynamics Shipyard in Quincy trying to 
get a pictorial record of the yard and of all the ships built there. 
He also completed and processed all of the black and white and 
color pictures to be used in the catalogue of our sword guard 
collection written by John Hamilton and now at press. Two vol- 
unteers, Mrs. Sally Lindenfelzer of Rockport and Donald W. 
Kielbasa of Danvers, volunteered one day a week during the 
spring and Mrs. Lindenfelzer filled in for Mrs. Bishop and Mr. 
Sexton while they were on vacations. 

The exhibition program was as active as staff time per- 
mitted. On February 15 we opened an exhibition in the Crown- 
inshield Room of recent accessions to the collections. There 
have been so many outstanding paintings, models, and other 
things received by the Museum in the last few years that it 
seemed desirable to have a show of some of these treasures. 
On March 1 a special exhibition arranged by Paul Willis of the 
Waite collection of Antarctic material supplemented by loans 
from other individuals was opened in the Loring Room. On 
June 1 our special summer exhibition “Faces of the World,” a 
selection of masks from our ethnological collection, arranged 
by Mrs. Shreve assisted by Lucy Batchelder and Paul Winfisky 
was opened in the Crowninshield Room. On June 21 we opened 
the Dr. Theodore Robbins’ exhibition of photographs of the 
South Seas for which we received financial and other help from 
American Airlines. From mid-September to mid-November we 
were fortunate in being able to show in the Crowninshield 
Room a part of the magnificent collection of Oriental illustrated 
books and manuscripts lent by our Honorary Curator, Philip 
Hofer. The Hofer exhibition was followed by the current show 
of ship models made by sailors and professional ship model 
makers from our own storage collections. Our space is now so 
cramped that we can show only a fraction of the many fine 
things which we own and this exhibition gave an opportunity 
to display some of the outstanding models received in recent 
years, as well as other models that have not been on exhibition 
for some time. 
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Other exhibition changes included the refurbishing of the 
cases in the whaling room and the Liverpool ware cases in East 
India Marine Hall. Since taking over the natural history de- 
partment Mrs. Ingalls has made extensive changes. The three 
small wall cases in the bird rooms carried exhibits on taxidermy 
(because she received so many inquiries about how birds are 
prepared), on bird flight, and a live exhibit of the monarch 
butterfly for which eggs and caterpillars were collected and 
put in the case. When the butterflies emerged Mrs. Ingalls 
banded and released them. This project was later turned over 
to Clara Waterman in the education office, and a new exhibit 
showing abnormal coloration in birds was put in that case. An 
exhibition of live spring buds of various trees and shrubs was 
displayed and constantly changed with the advancing season. 
At the same time Mrs. Ingalls had an exhibition of birds in the 
front hall cases to show the approximate arrival dates of the 
spring migration. These were changed every two weeks from 
the middle of March to the first part of June. At that time both 
of the spring exhibits were taken out and a case of rare and un- 
usual starfish and arthropods was installed. 

The sound exhibit was rebuilt during the summer in a new lo- 
cation made necessary because of the installation of the new 
toilets. Improvements were made in the exhibition and a new 
diorama, with the background painted by Jane Robeson, shows 
the terminal moraine at the Harold King Forest in Swampscott. 
In the fall Mrs. Ingalls took out the Indian exhibit in the nat- 
ural history room and put in a new “Seashore Life of Essex 
County.” This should be especially popular during the coming 
summer. Charles Allen painted the background. In the old sea- 
shore exhibit a number of the decoys given us by Dr. Elizabeth 
De Blois were exhibited and an entirely new mineral exhibit on 
“The Quartz Family” was installed. 

There were two interesting displays in the library. One of 
Japanese netsukes was prepared by the ethnology department. 
This was followed the last part of the year by an exhibition of 
ceramic mushrooms designed and executed by Maria Mara- 
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vigna together with watercolor drawings of similar mushrooms 
by George E. Morris from our own collections arranged by 
Mrs. Ingalls. 

There have been numerous loans to other organizations. The 
Portland Museum of Art borrowed a collection of American 
Indian material. Amherst College Museum was lent a large col- 
lection of our Northwest Coast Indian specimens. A display of 
musical instruments went to a pre-Symphony luncheon at Sym- 
phony Hall. The Currier Art Gallery borrowed a series of vari- 
ous kinds of animal carvings from our ethnological collections. 
We have been able to lend more material to schools due to the 
activity of Mrs. James Krebs and Mrs. Bruce Harriman of 
Marblehead, who contributed approximately 800 hours of 
work in the ethnology department. They prepared and packed 
eight loans of artifacts which were exhibited in display cases in 
the Marblehead Junior High School, Bell School of Marble- 
head, and Saugus High School. They are planning to make up 
boxes of material which will be part of a permanent loan collec- 
tion available to schools, libraries, hospitals, banks, and other 
responsible organizations. 

A watercolor of the U.S. revenue cutter brig Pickering and 
a Liverpool jug showing a portrait of Commander Preble and 
the attack on Tripoli was lent to the U.S. Naval Academy Mu- 
seum. The Museum of Fine Arts borrowed a Chinese water- 
color of the Canton hongs and the U. S. Coast Guard Academy 
borrowed two ship models. Other loans included a brass bell 
and flag to the U. S. Mount Vernon Association; a broadside to 
the Boston Public Library; scrimshaw work to the Currier Gal- 
lery of Art; a collection of whaling material to Salem State 
College; whale-oil lamps and other whaling material to the 
Massachusetts Audubon Society; and a half-model, billethead, 
and deadeye to The Age of Sail, Inc., for reproduction pur- 
poses. The natural history department lent fifteen different 
boxes of material, mostly birds and mammals, to schools for 
educational purposes. Whenever possible these loans were 
made from the educational catalogue and proved to be very 
popular. 
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Special activities for members included illustrated lectures 
by Mr. Amory H. Waite, Jr., on “Antarctic Adventure” on 
April 15, and Dr. Theodore Bennett Robbins “A Traveler’s 
Thoughts on Pacific Cultures” on June 24. At the Annual 
Gathering on September 27, Mr. Philip Hofer gave a memo- 
rable talk on “The Art of the Book in the East” and on Decem- 
ber 9 there was a special opening of the exhibition “Ship Models 
of Sailors and Craftsmen.” 

In addition to the regular meetings of the Essex County 
Ornithological Club, The Nature Photography Club, and the 
Marine Associates, other outside groups took advantage of our 
facilities. The Salem Marine Society and the North Shore Chil- 
dren’s Friend Society held their Annual Dinners in the Mu- 
seum. There were also meetings of Historic Salem and the 
North Shore Mt. Holyoke Club. On September 30 we were 
privileged to entertain the members of the 7th International 
Bibliophile Congress. 

The regular activities of the Museum (answering letters, 
telephone calls, talking with visitors, aiding students and 
scholars) take up nearly every minute of the regular staff's 
time. For instance, Mr. Smith answered over 1,200 letters this 
year. The vast amount of work necessary for preservation and 
conservation and to keep the collections in order depends on 
many hands and most of these hands are those of volunteers. 
In the outline of the work of the departments that follows it will 
be noticed how important these volunteers are to us. Francis B. 
Lothrop continued to give one day a week concentrating on the 
conservation of our prints and paintings, his studies of George 
Chinnery and the China trade, and answering whaling queries. 
Paul Winfisky spent a good deal of time in the Maritime His- 
tory Department working with Mr. Lothrop in the picture 
storage room, reorganizing the prints, paintings, and drawings 
and attending to thymoling and repairs. He has also overhauled 
the ship model storage areas, made them more accessible, and 
protected the models with plastic sheeting. The cement block- 
house, which contains large material which we cannot store 
elsewhere, was completely emptied and reorganized during the 
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summer. John C. Bower gave a total of 550 hours of volunteer 
work during the year and he is now completing the restoration 
of the last section of the U.S. frigate Constitution trailboards, 
which has been one of his projects. In addition, he helped with 
a great many miscellaneous projects ranging from building a 
fiberglass roof over the portrait storage to hanging a moose 
head for Sally Ingalls. He has also been involved with sey- 
eral scholars and amateurs concerning Bartholomew Gosnold’s 
camp in the Elizabeth Islands and has written a number of book 
reviews for The American Neptune. In response to my appeal 
for volunteers in the Maritime History Department we were 
fortunate in obtaining Colonel Charles H. Sargent, Jr., who 
works one day a week continuing the cataloguing of our chart 
collection. Sherman Holcomb has taken over the work which 
Philip Murfitt used to do keeping our ship models in repair. 
Bradford Wetherell, who was a volunteer several years ago, 
has returned and is doing badly needed work on the maritime 
photograph classification and filing. The forthcoming logbook 
catalogue is being hastened by the diligent reading of Gilbert 
R. Payson, Lyle Hall, Andrew Heath, and Francis Parkman. 
In the Ethnology Department Mrs. Shreve assisted many 
scholars and inspired her associates. Peter Fetchko, before leav- 
ing in June for a year’s study at the Sorbonne, reorganized the 
Pacific collections. He catalogued all of the additional New 
Guinea material collected by Dr. Gajdusek and completed a 
new photographic survey of our entire Melanesian collection. 
This is of great convenience to students and scholars, who 
come to study our collection, as well as to the staff. He was as- 
sisted by Mrs. John Cushman who worked two days a week on 
this project, and Mrs. Sumner Pingree who assisted him with 
the photography. Mrs. Pingree, along with Mrs. Margaret 
Collier, was also of great assistance in cataloguing the Daniel 
H. Blake collection of Japanese toys. Miss Jean Conrad worked 
for fifty hours in Weld Cellar with Lucy Batchelder on reorgan- 
izing storage. Robert Ankeles spent a week cleaning and sort- 
ing our collection of Chinese snuff bottles. Oliver Wolcott, ITI, 
spent three weeks of his vacation in December on the Japanese 
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toy collection for a senior project for Millbrook School. Mark 
Baldwin was a general assistant in the ethnology department 
during the summer on a work-study program from Tufts Uni- 
versity. Other summer help (besides regular volunteers Mrs. 
Krebs and Mrs. Harriman) included Miss Virginia Campbell 
for ten weeks, Miss Diane Leavitt three days a week for ten 
weeks, and for six weeks Miss Gail Harriman. All of these 
people were of great assistance. Miss Campbell spent one week 
researching the Chinese scrolls in Weld Cellar and her knowl- 
edge of the language made it possible for her to translate any 
information on the scrolls to the catalogue cards. She also 
translated inscriptions on Chinese porcelain and other objects 
whenever possible. Most of these people, who styled themselves 
the Weld Cellar Underground or the Museum Moles, worked 
in Weld Cellar and their goal during 1971 was the protective 
storage of Chinese and Japanese collections. The complete 
restorage program involved sixteen different processes. In the 
course of this work twenty-three storage cases were completely 
cleaned, the material in them mended, bagged, located and 
relocated. It involved the use of over 8,000 square feet of poly- 
ethylene film plastic, 6,000 tags, 2,000 medium size ready- 
made 9” x 12” bags, 2,500 small bags, around 4,000 alumi- 
num skirt clasps, and thousands of staples. 

In the Natural History Department Miss Patsy Brown came 
in two days a week during the summer and catalogued all of 
the mammal skulls and rechecked the card catalogue of the en- 
tire mammal collection. Mr. Jerome Ingalls volunteered to put 
the Sears Collection of negatives in new envelopes and transfer 
the data. This entailed about six mornings of steady work. Mrs. 
Rebecca Ritchie continues to provide us with many shells for 
the Sales Desk and, although unable to come to the Museum 
because of ill health, she has been very helpful to Mrs. Ingalls 
in working with shells and takes a great interest in the mala- 
cological part of the natural history collections. Mrs. Jerome 
Hopkins comes occasionally in the afternoons and does typing 
- for the department. In addition, she is now engaged in recata- 
loguing natural history pictures and photographs. Miss 
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Dorothy E. Snyder, although retired, has worked nearly every 
day preparing the late Dr. Stuart Harris’s manuscript on The 
Flora of Essex County for publication. 

The Phillips Library has a marvelous group of volunteers. 
In addition to the four men already mentioned who spend their 
many hours there reading logbooks for the detailed catalogue, 
Russell W. Knight continues to give two days of his time 
weekly and catalogues new manuscript material. Mr. Frank 
Adams records the periodicals two days a week and aids read- 
ers who are using Lloyd’s Register. Miss Helen Hagar acces- 
sions new books and mends old ones. In addition, she has filed 
most of the catalogue cards—approximately 8,000 during the 
year, and she has weeded the material in the vertical file. Miss 
Ruth Debeurs gave three days weekly during July and August. 
Our librarian Barbara Baldwin and her assistant Jean Mills, 
with the assistance of Miss Linda Bennett during the summer, 
have catalogued 1,592 volumes. All current accessions were 
processed when they arrived and certain areas of the collection 
previously unfinished were completed. All of the previously un- 
catalogued material relating to the Pacific through the New 
Zealand section was processed. They are beginning work on 
the Indonesian and Australian sections. They are also begin- 
ning a list of our manuscript holdings with the National Union 
Catalogue of Manuscript Collections, an important step long 
overdue. The second and third levels of the library were shelf 
read during the summer and put in correct order. Many books 
previously thought missing were found to be merely misplaced. 
The inventory of periodicals was completed during the year 
and a new record of all the active periodicals is available in a 
visible file in the reading room. The public continues to use our 
library facilities daily. There were 938 visitors who signed the 
guest register and worked in the library. Many of these came 
from such distant places as Australia, Japan, New Zealand, 
Zanzibar, Hawaii, Mauritius, and British Columbia, as well as 
all of western Europe. 

Writing, travel, research, and attending professional meet- 
ings was given as much time and money as the staff could af- 
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ford. In February I gave a series of four lectures on a Carib- 
bean cruise in the M.S. Jason and visited the Maya ruins at 
Uxmal, Chichen Itza, and Tulum, as well as the San Blas In- 
dians. From mid-May to mid-June a month was spent in En- 
gland and Scotland doing research for my biography of Sir 
John Ross and Sir James Clark Ross, the polar explorers. The 
manuscript of this book was completed in November. The last 
three weeks of the year were spent in the Hawaiian Islands for 
both pleasure and business. In June my book Beyond the 
Capes: Pacific Exploration from Captain Cook to the Chal- 
lenger (1776-1877) was published by Little, Brown and Com- 
pany, and in September Victor Gollancz, Ltd., London, pub- 
lished the English edition. I gave six lectures during the year 
including one to a history class at Salem State College. In April 
I attended the Boston Conference on Colonial American Prints 
at the Colonial Society and in the autumn the American Associ- 
ation of Anthropology in New York and the Society for the His- 
tory of Discoveries in New Haven. I was elected a Trustee of 
both the Merrimack Valley Textile Museum and of Fruitlands 
Museum and attended several of their meetings. As a Trustee 
of the Penobscot Marine Museum I was at their annual meeting 
in mid-summer and as a Councilor of the Essex Institute, at- 
tended most of their meetings. I was also honored by election 
to the Presidency of the Ropes Memorial where I have been a 
Trustee and have arranged the annual lectures for over twenty- 
five years. 

Mr. Smith spent two and a half weeks in England on a com- 
bination holiday and final research stint at the Public Record 
Office to complete his research on the Bowen Journals. He com- 
pleted the editing of The Journals of Ashley Bowen 1728- 
1815 of Marblehead (the manuscript runs to over a thousand 
pages) and they are to be published towards the end of next 
year in two volumes by the Colonial Society of Massachusetts, 
with a separate edition for general sale by the Peabody Mu- 
seum of Salem. He has also prepared a small illustrated book to 


be published in 1972 by the Salem Marine Society entitled 


Portraits of the Marine Society at Salem in New England and 
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edited four issues of The American Neptune. In August he 
spent five and one-half days aboard the U. S. Coast Guard 
training bark Eagle during a cruise from New London to Bos- 
ton and enjoyed a remarkable variety of weather during which 
he had an opportunity to observe a square-rigger under full sail 
much of the time. He gave seven lectures to various groups, 
not including tours of the Museum. Some of Mr. Smith’s other 
activities include serving as secretary of the Design Review 
Board for the Salem Redevelopment Authority, serving on the 
Alumni Committee of Shore Country Day School, and being 
an advisor to the Wenham Historic District Studies Commit- 
tee. He continues to act as Curator of Maritime History for the 
Bostonian Society. Towards the end of the year he painted a 
copy of the portrait of the Museum’s oil portrait by Lieutenant 
Lynch of Sayyid Said bin Sultan of Zanzibar for his descendant 
the present Sultan of Oman, Quaboos bin Said. 

In the spring on a trip to Majorca and Paris Mrs. Shreve 
visited several museums. 

Mrs. Ingalls, in addition to the regular natural history work, 
led bird walks both spring and fall every Monday morning to 
various local areas (especially the Marblehead Neck Sanctuary) 
with an average of fourteen people each week. She also helped 
Sarah Robbins in the Educational Department and helped set 
up the office at 10 Liberty Street and collected specimens for 
the educational program. She and Sarah Robbins also led the 
Christmas bird count for the Cape Ann area. 

Mrs. Baldwin attended the Boston Athenzeum’s Seminar on 
conservation of library material in May. This Seminar was a 
week-long series of meetings and explored the obvious need, for 
conserving library collections and offered up-to-date instruc- 
tion in the methods of doing so. She also represented the Mu- 
seum at the Merrimack Valley Textile Museum in North An- 
dover in regard to that institution’s establishing a regional 
conservation center for books, prints and textiles. Markham 
Sexton, our photographer, vacationed in Europe and while in 
Vienna visited the Museum fiir Vélkerkunde and photographed 
many of the outstanding Polynesian specimens in the Captain 
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Cook collections there. Patricia Goddard, head of Museum 
sales, attended a conference on Museum stores held in Denver, 
Colorado. Priscilla Papin represented the Museum at a con- 
ference on the arts and humanities at the Essex Institute re- 
garding government financial assistance for museums and sim- 
ilar institutions. 

I receive continual compliments on the physical appearance 
of our exhibition rooms and other areas. This is due to the dili- 
gence of only two men, Charles Potter, Superintendent of 
Buildings, and Albert Greenaway, Custodian. The conglomer- 
ation of six large buildings, two houses, and two other outbuild- 
ings is a very large amount of territory for two men to take care 
of and they are to be congratulated for our shipshape and Bris- 
tol appearance. Our guards, Reginald McIntire and Martin 
Landers, supplied by the City, and our spare guard, Joseph 
Femino, patrol the halls regularly and have kept incidents of 
any kind at an absolute minimum. 

Entertaining visiting scholars, colleagues, distinguished 
guests, and others associated with the Museum is so delight- 
fully and expertly handled by my wife, known to all as Betsy, 
that it is one of the pleasantest of duties. No cocktail party, 
luncheon, or dinner—whether large or small, whether at home 
or at the Museum—is too complicated or too much work for 
her cheerful and enthusiastic attack. She makes any occasion a 
joy for us all. She also looks after the visiting scholars’ apart- 
ment where fourteen (including two Japanese, three Micro- 
nesians, and a historian from Mauritius) accepted our hospi- 
tality last year. 

Our Board of Trustees and the Museum suffered one of its 
severest losses in January of this year with the death of Stephen 
Phillips. He was elected to the Board in 1950 and from the day 
he came on the Board he was diligent in his duties and gener- 
ous with his purse. In addition to being a Trustee most of us 
miss him very much as an old friend. His morning visits to my 
office at least three and sometimes more times a week before he 
went to Boston had become a regular habit. During these ap- 
proximately half-hour periods we pored over sales catalogues 
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and books and chatted about Museum business. Because of 
these visits the South Pacific collection in our library today is 
one of the best in existence. He never allowed his particular in- 
terests, however, to dim his perspective of the needs and bal- 
ance of the whole Museum. The total valuation of his cash 
gifts to the Museum over the years, the building of the Phillips 
Library, his donation to the Development Fund, his bequest to 
the Museum, and the value of the large collection of books, 
paintings, prints, and ethnological material given and left to 
the Museum all amount to substantially more than $1,000.- 
000. He was the greatest single benefactor the Museum has 
ever had. 

At the Annual Meeting of the Trustees Francis W. Hatch, 
Jr. of Beverly was elected to fill the vacancy on the Board and 
Augustus Peabody Loring was made Vice-President. 

Another loss was sustained in the death of our Honorary 
Trustee Chief Justice Raymond Sanger Wilkins, a native of 
Salem who was elected to the Board in 1952. He was active 
until his appointment as Chief Justice, when his duties became 
so great that it was only occasionally that he was able to come 
to a meeting. He was, however, invaluable with his advice and 
legal knowledge which he freely gave to the Museum when- 
ever it was needed. 

Another great loss to the Museum was sustained with the 
death of our Honorary Curator of Steamship History, Arthur 
D. Fay, in late July. For over ten years he worked two days a 
week at the Museum on our steamship photograph collection. 
When he first came to the Museum he gave a substantial col- 
lection of steamship photographs. His painstaking and con- 
scientious endeavors have resulted in our photographic collec- 
tions being in far more systematic shape than they otherwise 
would have been. His popularity with everyone on the staff was 
enormous. ‘he chowder parties which he gave for the staff at 
his house before the staff became too big for him to handle are 
well remembered and the boxes of fudge which he made and 
brought to the girls in the office about once a month will not be 
soon forgotten. His untimely death has saddened us all, but he 
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has continued his interest with a generous bequest of $25,000 
to the institution which I know he loved much. 

With the increased size of the staff there are more annual 
changes. Paul R. Willis left us as Curator of Natural History 
and Education Officer in June. To replace him Sarah Fraser 
Robbins was made Director of Education, just at the time when 
our new educational program was getting under way, and 
Sarah Pevear Ingalls has succeeded him as Curator of Natural 
History. It was necessary to add to the staff for collecting the 
new admission charge. We hired Arthur J. Wheeler for this 
work during the summer and he was succeeded by Charles 
Allen who is now on the admissions desk during the week with 
Michael Yeates on weekends. In addition to his regular duties 
Mr. Allen has painted several superb posters and backgrounds 
for exhibitions. Joan Larson our weekend girl on the Sales Desk 
has been replaced by her brother William. Mrs. Papin’s as- 
sistant Donna C. Zmijewski was replaced by Bridget Bryson 
who had formerly worked in the Development Office. Other- 
wise, Priscilla Papin is still Assistant Treasurer, Jean Ford 
my secretary and administrative assistant, and Geraldine Ayers 
staff secretary. I can only say, as I have in the past, that I count 
myself continually fortunate in the members of my generally 
overworked, usually underpaid staff who never fail to exert 
their endeavors in the best interests of the institution.
